Tonen ENDS EGGLESTON’S LIFE. 


adden Death at St. Louis of the Son 
| of the Wealthy Chicago Real 
: Estate Man. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 9.—[{Specia)..— 
Charles Eggleston, the 23-year-old son ot 
Charles B. Eggieston, No. 3336 Indiana ave- 
nue, Chicago, died in St. John’s Hospital 
in this city this morning. Death resulted 
from the effects of an overdose of morphine. 
The. police department and Dr. A. V. L. 
Brokaw Jr., who attended the young man, 
regard his death as a suicide, but the char- 
itable sisters in the hospital say it must 
have been an accident. 

Young Eggleston's father, well-known in 
real estate and financial circles in Chicago, 
had gratified the sen’s every whim and had 
given him all the advantages that wealth 
could confer. In May, 1896, the young man 
was married in Phcenix, Ariz., to the daugh- 
ter of a mine-owner named Gallagher. His 
girl-wife is now in St. Louis, but cannot be 
located tonight. 

Three weeks ago the young man was sent 
to St. John’s from the Belvedere ‘Hotel, 
Thirteenth and Washington streets, where 
he had been living since last October with 
his wife. He had been dissipating, and was 
sent to the hospital to recover. 

Yesterday his wife called at the hos- 
pital and asked to see the Sister Superior. 
As they entered the parlor Eggleston ab- 
ruptly walked 
wife, a handsome young woman of about 20, 
started to leave. 

“You can’t go without me,” Eggleston 
remarked, following her. 

The sister did not interpose, and the young 
couple went out together. About dusk Eg- 
gleston returned and went to his room. 

This morning, just after 6 o’clock, John 
Seidel, a nurse, awakened Eggleston. Ha 
received some response and went on. An 
hour later the nurse went again to Eggles- 
ton's room, and, going to the bedside, called 
him to get up. 

He was apparently sound asleep dnd the 
nurse took hold of his shoulder to shake 
him, gently at first, then rather forcibly. 
The sleeper could not be aroused and Seidel 
ran from the robm for aid. “4 One of the sis- 
ters accompanied him back. 

A glance at Eggleston’s pallid face satis- 
fied her that something serious was the 
matter, and she hastily called Drs. Brokaw, 
Temm, and Elfling by telephone. When the 
physicians arrived they did all in their 
power to counteract the effect of the poison, 
but they were too late. They were unable 
to restore Eggleston even to sufficient con- 
sciousness to learn the reason impelling him 
to take the drug. 


C. B. Eggleston, the father of Charles 
Eggleston, the young man who died yester- 
day in St. Louis, is a member of the firm of 
Eggleston & Mallette, real estate dealers. 
No. 408 The Rookery. The fgmily resides 
at No. 8336 Indiana avenue. Mr. Eggles- 
ton and his wife were almost overcome with 
their grief last night, but left at midnight for 
St. Louis. They will take the remains of 
their son to Cincinnati. The father would 
not admit that the son had committed sui- 
cide. 

„My boy. died of heart disease and nervous 
prostration,” said Mr. Eggleston. His 
mother’s grandfather, father, and uncle died 
the same way, and the disease was heredi- 


tary.”’

Erickson and Duff were taken to the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital, where an ex- 
amination of their wounds was made. A 
large piece of flesh had been torn from the 
policeman’s lip, and both his hands lacerated 
by the bulldog. The wound in his head 
which was inflicted by the saw was an 
ugly one, but the skull was not fractured. 
The bullet wound in Duff's leg was found to 
be a slight one. After leaving the hospital 
Duff was locked up on several charges. 

Mrs. Duff is expected to appear in Jurtice 
Bonnefoi’s court against her husband this 
morning.

The secret societies which have supported 
the revolution in Crete and prepared for 
insurrection i wlacedonia are determined 
that the Turkieh power in Europe must fall.

A young wife, member of one of the best 
families in the city, consulted a physician 
about a severe nervous disease. The physi- 
cian at first considered her insane, but soon 
discovered that she was the victim of hyp- 
notic suggéstions made by her husband, 
whom she loved ardently. ; 

Some strange circumstances directed the 
attention of the physician to these hypnotical 
experiments. The patient said that she 
often, felt an irresistible inclination to com- 
mit suicide. 

Finally the physician put her into an hyp- 
notic state, when she confessed in his pres- 
ence and before anether witness that her 
husband had suggested to her that he com- 
mit suicide within two months He had in- 
Sured her life for 50,000 marks ($12,000). 

When the husband learned of this discov- 
ery he fled from Hamburg, while the wife's 
parents took her to Dr. Krafft at Elbing’s

WILDEST sEKAS AND HIGHES WINDS 
ENCOUNTERED IN YEARS. 
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Steamer La Bretagne Reaches New 
York Ferty-eight Hours Late— 
Commander Rupe Pronounces the 
Voyage the Most Tempestuous He 
Ever Made—Cunarder Aurania Two 
Days Overdue, but Its Owners Are 
Not Alarmed—Adra Is Missing. 


New York, March 9.—[{Special.]—There 
were vigor and wickedness in the weather 
which the French line steamer La Bretagne 
encountered in its trip across the ocean. 
It left Havre a weck ago last Saturday, and 
should have reached its pier on Sunday, but 
did not dock until today. 

Capt. M. Rupe, the commander, says,he 
has spent thirty-four years on the ocean, 
but for wild seas and high*winds the trip 
just ended exceeded anything in his previous 
experience, Rain, hail, and snow were fre- 
quently met, and last Saturday the entirs 
combination fell inside of one hour. The 
ship came through the succession of storms 
in splendid shape, but plunged and rolled a 
good deal, and the majority of the 354 pas- 
sengers were seasick from start to finish. 
The Bretagne had on board the remains 
of William H. Stewart, formerly of Phila- 
delphia, who died on Feb. 13 at his residence 
in the Avenue d’Inez, Paris. He was 77 
years old. Mr. Stewart had lived in Paris 
for the last thirty years, and had an immense 
picture gallery and art collections there, 
He left seven children, the oldest, Robert, 
is now taking care of his father’s es- 
tates in Cuba. The second son is Julius L., 
the painter. The body was taken to Phila- 
delphia for interment. 

Among the belated steamers is the Cu- 
narder Auranta, which left Liverpool the day 
the Bretagne started from Havre. The 
Aurania under . ordinary circumstances 
should have turned up here on Sunday morn- 
ing, but up to a late hour this afternoon no 
word had come from it. Considering the 
fierceness of the gales at sea there is not the 
least bit of alarm over the ship’s non-arrival. 
It is probably coming along slowly but safe- 
ly. The Aurania.is an extra boat and is 
making the trip in place of the Campania, 
which is overhauling on the other side. 

Some little uneasiness is felt for the Brit- 
ish tramp steamer Adra. which started from 
Shields on Feb. 3 for this port. It was due 
‘fifteen days ago.

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TAX ON SUGAR FIXED. 


(Continued from firat paged 


ducers heavily by fixing the protection to 
the trust at a considerably smaller figure 
than is provided by the present law, passed 
by a Democratic Congress. It was agreed 
today informally to fix the rate on refined 
sugar at one-eighth of a cent per pound 
in addition to the duty the raw sugar. 
Under the present law refined sugar has 
first the duty of 40 per cent ad valorem, and 
then the differential duty of an eighth of a 
cent a pound. As the refined sugar is much 
more costly than the raw article, and as the 
ad valorem ratt applies to it, the result is 
that the trust gets a real differential duty 


ot about one-third of a cent per pound. 


This the House committee proposes to re- 
duce to one-eighth of a cent, and while the 
formal vote has not actually been taken, to- 
day’s meeting developed a unanimity of 
opinion which renders this conclusion cer- 
tain. 

Trust Abandons the Fight. 

The sugar trust has abandoned the fight 
entirely, so far as the Ways and Means com- 
mittee is concerned, and will concentrate its 
energies on the Senate, where there are 
fewer men to be controlled, and where the 
conditions are such that a small contingent 
of Senators may at any time be able to dic- 
tate terms, just as they did three years ago. 

Throughout all their discussions the Re- 
publicans on the Ways and Means commit- 
tes have been nearly unanimous on every 
point regarding the sugar duty. Thescheme 
presented above is the result of a determina- 
tion, first, to secure ample duties, secondly, 
to give heavy protection to the sugar pro- 
ducers for the express purpose of envcour- 
aging the beet sugar industry in the United 
States as much as possible, and thirdly, to 
reduce the protection to the sugar trust to 
the minimum and thus avoid once and for 
all the charge that the Republicans in the 
House have been influenced by Havemeyer, 
Searles, and the other sugar magnates. 

Distinct Defeat. 

The schedule as reported to day is distinct- 
ly a defeat for the trust. The refiners will 
get a larger duty than they do today, but 
the difference between refined and raw sugar 
is materially smaller. There is in the new 
tariff bill full provision for the reciprocity, 
as an eighth of a cent a pound, which the 
President is authorized to remit, is ample, 
and this is remitted on refined as well as 
raw sugars, so that it takes in every pos- 
sible branch of the sugar industry in for- 
eign countries. At the same time the net 
duty of a cent and a half on the 967 
sugar is sufficient to produce a larger rev- 
enue than at present. 

Chairman Dingley of the Ways and Means 
committee said today that he expected the 
new tariff bill would be ready to introduce 
into the House soon after Congress assem- 
bles. 


TO CONTROL LEHIGH VALLEY ROAD. 


Syndicate, Headed by J. P. Morgan, Se- 
cures Holdings of Asa Packard Es- 
tate in Order to Save Coal Trust. 


— 


New York, March 9.—{Special.]—J. P. Mor- 
gan gave notice today that he was heading 
a syndicate which was to take control of 
the Lehigh Valley railroad. The Asa 
Packer estate has been carrying heavy 
loans, secured by the holdings of Lehigh 
Valley. There was danger of the whole 
batch of securities being thrown on the 
market, and the possibility of the control 
of the property lodging in hands averse to 
the forming coal trust. ee 

This trust is headed by Mr. Morgan. The 
Vanderbilts are largely interested in several 
of the coal roads, and the Astors for years 
have been large investors in and directors of 
coal roads. It was very easy then to form 
a syndicate to take care of the Asa Packer 
obligations, particularly as the First Na- 
tional Bank party, headed by J. Rogers 
Maxwell, controlling the New Jersey Cen- 
tral, have abundant capital to go into any 
such scheme. 

With Mr. Morgan already in control of 
Erie and Reading, the new deal-puts him 
in the position of a dictator in hard coal 
matters. It is very likely that President 


Wilbur will step owt, and a direct repre- 


sentative of Mr. Morgan take his piace, 
and then the trust will be in a pogitiog to do 
whatever it will in all coal interests. 


MRS. RUIZ ARRIVES IN NEW YORK. 


Expresses Her Thankfulmess to Gen. 
Lee and the American People— 
Is Much Wrought Up. 


New York, March 9.—Among the passen- 
gers arriving here on board the steamer 
Seneca from Havana today was Mrs. Rita 
Lescade de Ruiz, widow of Dr. Ruiz, who 
died in prison in Cuba. She was accompa- 
nied by her five children, ranging in age 
from 3 to 13 years: Mrs. Ruiz speaks no 
English. 

Mrs. Ruiz was dressed in deep mourning. 
as were the two oldest girls, Mercedes, 13 
years old, and Evangeline, aged 11. Mrs. 
Ruiz said that she had nothing to add to 
what she had already said in relation to 
the murder of her husband, or his treatment 
as an American citizen by the Spanish Goy- 
ernment. ‘‘ He was foully murdered, she 
said, ‘‘and I will take such action as I may 
be advised by my friends., I want to thank 
the American people for the expressions of 
sympathy I have received, and I cannot say 
too much of my heartfelt thanks at the 
kindness of Consul-General Lee.

—Joseph L. Cepero, an American citizen who 
was in the insurgent ranks, but took ad- 
vantage of Gen. Campoe’ offer of parole thir- 
teen months ago to all who would present 
themselves, and was pardoned, is still im- 
prisoned in the jail at Santa Clara. 

Mr. Cepero is a mechanical engineer and 
has a wife and nine children, who are suffer- 
ing in Santa Clara, waiting for his release. 
He was an engineer on the New York Cent- 
ral railroad for years, was married at Syra- 
cuse, N. T., and lived in Buffalo, where he 
was naturalized many years ago.

American Pugilist Beats the English- 


man in a Twenty-Round Go 
in London. 


London, March 9.—Sam Kelly, the 115- 
pound champion of America, beat Billy 
Plimmer of England in the twenty-round 
bout decided this evening in the Olympic 
Athietic club, Birmingham. They met at 
115 pounds. weighed in at 3 o’clock, and 
fought for $1,000 a side and a purse of $3,500. 

Plimmer did all the work for nineteen 
rounds, but Kelly digposed of him by a lucky 


series of maneuvers in the twentieth. Al- 


though Plimmer had not been fighting of 
late, he was heavily backed by the British 
talent and entered the ring a decided favor- 
ite in the betting. Kelly was confident from 
the outset that he would force the Britisher 
to hau! down his colors. 

The hall in which the fight took place was 
crowded, among those present being many 


well known American sportsmen. 


Both combatants were in splendid condi- 
tion and answered with alacrity in each 
round, each in turn taking the aggressive. 
At the tenth round it appeared to be any- 
body’s fight, and Kelly made a particularly 
good play with double handers, In tne thir- 
teenth round Plimmer showed his irritation 
at his opponent’s two-handed blows, which 
had considerable effect, the fight continuing 
at express rate.

WAIT AWHILE. 


President McKinley Amzounces to 
Senators Cullom and Mason That 
He Has No Intention of Looking 
After Local Patronage Until the 
Tariff Bill Is at Least Well Under 
Way and Probably Not Until After 
the Extra Session. . 


Washington, D. C., March 9.—[Specia!.]— 
Federal offices in Illinois will not be Alled 
until after the coming session of Congress. 

This announcement was made by President 
McKinley in person late this afternoon to 
Senators Cullom and Mason when they 


called upon him. at his room in the White 


House. The interview was a cordial one, 
but the President intimated that he had 
no intention of looking after local patronage 
anywhere until the tariff bill was at least 
well under way in Congresé and probably 
not until it had been passed or defeated. 

This will be unpleasant news to some of 
the local aspirants. for office, but the an- 
nouncement is authoritative and the Sena- 
tors have accepted the situation. They have 
accordingly concentrated their efforts upon 
the foreign offices and on the big bureaus 
here in Washington. 

They have united in pressing Tom Needles 
for Indian Commissioner, ex-Congressman 
Murphy for Assistant Postmaster-General, 
Clark E. Carr for Minister to Denmark, John 
W. Munday for Commissioner of Patents, 
and a few others for foreign places. This 
includes Horace Clark of Mattoon, who, 
after packing his grip and getting ready to 


go home yesterday afternoon after failing 


to secure the Mexican mission, Was pur- 
suadead to remain and has organized his 
forces. with the idea of going to Brazil. If 
that is not in his line he will probably com- 
promise on some other South American 
mission. 

The two Senators were received by the 
President with extreme cordiality and ex- 
pressed themselves as perfectly satisfied 
with the outlook at present. The only thing 
they were liable to split upon was the filling 
of the federal offices in Illinois and as this

Republicans to Retain the Committees 
and the Democrats the 
Minor Offices.

Washington, D. C., March 9.—Probably 
there will be few vacant seats on the Repub- 
lican side of the chamber when the Senate 
meets at noon tomorrow. There will be none 
if the admonition of the Republican Ad- 
visory committee is observed, for notices 
were sent by the committee today to all the 
Republican Senators, asking them to be in 
their seats promptly upon convening ‘to- 
morrow. 

The purpose of the notice could only be 
surmised by its recipients. They concluded, 
however, that it was connected in some way 
with the organization of the Senate, or with 
possible efforts that might be made to seat 
the men who have been appointed to the 
Senate to fill the vacancies from the States 
of Oregon, Kentucky, and Florida. It is 
understood that the credentials of some of 
those appointees will be presented tomor- 
row. 

A rumor has also been current during the 
day attributing to the Democrats, silver Re- 
publicans, and Populists an intention to try 
to secure control of the Senate at an early 
day. 

if the notices grew out of either of these 
circumstances, circumstances which tran- 
spired after they were sent out will prob- 
ably render them unnecessary. 

The day was again crowded with confer- 
ences by the leaders of the various parties, 
and when night arrived it was understood 
on all hands that the contest over organiza- 
tion, which had been threatening for sev-

Senator Davis has already been placed at the 
head of the Foreign committee. It is under- 
stood that Senator Shoup will sueceefl Mr. 
Davis as Chairman of Territories, and that 
Senator Hansbrough will go to Public Lands, 
and It is probable that Senator Hale will take 
Naval Affairs, and Senator Chandler Priy- 
ileges and Elections. The two vacancies on 
the Finance committee occasioned by the re- 
tirement of Senators Sherman and Voor- 
hees will be filled by the appointment of a 
gold Republican to succeed Sherman, anda 
silver Democrat to take Voorhees’ place.

FIRST CABINET MEETING. 


PRESIDENT M’KINLEY CONSULTS 
WITH HIS OFFICIAL ADVISERS. 


Secretary Gage Loses His Way in the 
White House and Is Set Right by 
the Newspaper Men — Secretary 
Long’s Qld Silk Hat Attracts Atten- 
tion—Only Business of Importance 
Presented by Secretary Sherman, 
It Is Said. ‘ 


Washington, D. C., March 9.—{Special.}— 
President McKinley’s Cabinet held its first 
formal meeting at the White House today 
and until otherwise ordered will meet Tues- 
days and Wednesdays of each week at 11 
o' clock. 

The Secretary of Agriculture was the first 
arrival today, a few minutes before 11 
o'clock. He looked more like a prosperous 
merchant than a ‘practical farmer as he 
passed into the Cabmet room. He wore a 
shining silk hat and a black cape overcoat 
with velvet collar, and there was nothing in 
his appearance to indicate that he is the 
representative of the hayfield and the barn- 
yard in the present administration. 

Wille the Cabinet was assembling Presi- 
dent McKinley was in the adjoining room 
trying to impress upon the crowd of callers 
that the time has not yet been reached 
when he will make a genera! distribution of 
the few loaves and fishes which were not 
caught in the civil service net. 

Postmaster-General Gary was the second 
arrival. He pushed his way through the 
crowd of officeseekers assembled in the cor- 


‘ridor with a display of energy that must 


have impressed all who beheld him. He 
looked as though the responsibility of the 
entire administration rested on his round 
shoulders. His silk hat was highly polished 


and his blue coat with velvet collar was 


fresh from the hands of his tatilor. Al- 
though he was several minutes in advance of 
the hour of meeting, he bustled about with 
the sprightliness not charactetristic of the 
slow-going City of Baltimore. 

Secretary of War Alger was the next ar- 
rival. He also wore a freshly polished silk 
hat and dark blue overcoat. He was ac- 
companied by several Michigan friends who 
desired to see the President. He directed 
them to Private Secretary Porter’s office 
and joined Secretary Wilson and Post- 
master-General Gary in the Cabinet room. 
A cheerful wood fire burned in the fireplace 
and the electric lights gave the apartment 
a cozy appearance. s the members ar- 
riyed they stood around and chatted on 
general topics and refrained from taking 
7— at the table until the President joined 

m. 


Secretary Long’s Old Hat. 


Secretary Long of the Navy Department 
followed. Massachusetts’ representative in 
the Cabinet resembled a fat boy more than 
a confirmed invalid, which he is said to be. 
His short round figure was magnified by a 
black cape coat, and an old-syle stove pipe 
hat sitting jauntily upon the side of his 
abnormally large head. His hat attracted 
the attention of all present, and some one 
suggested that it was of the vintage of . 
Old-timers recognized in it the same style 
of head covering Secretary Long wore when 
he was a member of Congress, and it was 
Suggested that it was probably the same 
hat. It is one of those straight up and down 
creations, with a rim about a quarter of an 
inch wide; such as an ambitious Irish 
comedian would consider the crowning glory 
of his stage make-up. Secretary Long’s hat 
was undoubtedly the principal feature of the 
day at the Executive Mansion. 


Mr. Gage Loses His Way. 


Secretary Gage arrived just as a delega- 
tion of Missouri officeseekers was crowd- 
ing into the corridors. He lost his way 
temporarily and wandered around in the 
corridor for a few minutes, looking for the 
entrance to the Cabinet room. He was 
plainly dressed in a dark suit of clothes. 
a black overcoat, and a black slouch hat. 
With hat in hand he tried several doors, 
only to be repulsed by the doorkeepers, who 
did not recognize him as the financial head 
of the administration. Finally some of the 
newspaper men in the corridor leading to 
Mr. Porter’s office directed Mr. Gage to the 
Cabinet room, and he was accorded a cordial 
greeting by his associates. 

Attorney-General McKenna, dressed in a 
dark business suit and wearing a black 
Derby hat, tripped lightly up the steps a 
few minutes after 11 o’clock and hurried 
into the Cabinet room as though it was an 
every-day occurrence. 


Mr. Sherman’s Bundle. 


Secretary Sherman was the last comer, 
and it was ten minutes past 11, and the Pres- 
ident and the other members of the Cabinet, 
excepting Secretary Bliss, who went to New 
York last night, were at the long table when 
the Premier arrived. He was the only mem- 
ber of the Cabinet who appeared to have 
any official business to submit for consid- 
eration. He carried in his hand a large 
bundle of papers, and had a preoccupied air 
as he slowly ascended the stairway. He 
oe a long blue overcoat and a black slouch 
rat. 

He stopped to answer several questions 
asked him by some of the newspaper men. 
The substance of his replies was to the ef- 
fect that the new administration was not 
ready to give out anything on the subject 
of Cuba, Hawali, or any foreign subjects 
* pending before the Department of 

tate. 

As he entered the room he apologized for 
his tardiness, the door closed, and President 
McKinley and his Cabinet went to work. 
The Cabinet meeting lasted just an hour. 


Rush of Callers. 


As a rule Capinet day has been-one re- 
served for the business before the Presi- 
dent and his advisers not only as against 
the general public, but also Senators and 
members. Today, however, there was the 
usual early rush of prominent men, many of 
whom were received by the President. Sev- 
eral notable groups arrived early. First was 
that embracing the silver Republican Sena- 
tors, Teller of Colorado, Pettigrew of South 
Dakota, and Cannon of Utah, who withdrew 
from the St. Louis convention. With them 
also, was Senator Warren of Wyoming. They 
were shown at once to the President’s of- 
fice and spent five or ten minutes with 
Mr. McKinley. It was entirely a call of 
courtesy. 

Following this group came another one 
comprising the entire Republican member- 
ship of tte Ways and Means committee 
headed by Chairman Dingley. They filed be- 
fore the President and were cordially greet- 
ed. This, too, was a call of courtesy. 

When the President came up for lunch he 
saw a delegation of army officers, headed by 
Maj.-Gen. Miles, in command of the army, 
who extended him an invitation to attend 
the banquet and reunion of the Second Army 
Corps on March 16. 

At 2:30 o’clock Senator Mark Hanna called 
for the first time and was shown direct tothe 
President's office. Mr. Hanna’s call lasted 
half an hour, after which the President went 
to the cast room and received 1,500 people. 

It was so wet and disagreeable outside that 
the President decided not to take his usual 
afternoon walk. Tonight he saw several 
friends by appcintment for more leisurely 
talks than the hurry of office hours would 
permit. . 

Conference with Wolcott. 


Senator Wolcott of Colorado last evening 
called at the White House and remained 
nearly all the evening. The time was de- 
voted entirely to the subject of bimetallism 
and go Wolcott told the President the 
main features of his trip abroad and in- 
formed him of the conditions which he found. 
It is understood that Mr. McKinley was an 
earnest listener and that he was much en- 
couraged by the report that Senator Wolcott 
brought back.

Semi-Annual Convention of the West- 
ern Fire Union Opens at the 
Southern Hotel.

afternoon. The proposition to grant this request 
and place all large insurers on the same footing. 
providing they place the insurance direct, seems 
to have considerable following and may be brought 
before the meeting today, even if the Executive 
committee does not make a report. The brokers 
are fighting the proposition, as any action in this 
direction by the association will mean the loss of 
many large commissions. 

A broker said yesterday: 

**I cannot see how the agents can allow the re- 
quest, for it gill mean that all the business must 
come in und the same conditions and would be 
equivalent to a general reduction of 10 per cent 
in rates. There are many agencies which wili be 
glad to handle these large lipes and allow the in- 
sured to abdlish their insurance departments, but 
it would result in doing away with the broker 
entirely, and I do not think the companies are 
ready to do this.“ 56 0 


The Manchester Fire Insurance company has 
transferred its United States management and de- 
posit from the Western department in Chicago 
to the Eastern department in New York City.

claim the verbal acceptance at 3:02 p. m. is 
binding. Judge Adams instructed the jury that 
in law the insurance began when the application 
Was accepted by A. Loeb & Sons, at 8:02 o'clock, 
and it was a question of fact for the jury to de- 
termine whether it was verbally accepted at that 
time.

Survivor of Hampton Roads. 


Hans Anderson, hale and hearty at the 
age of 73 years, was the center of attraction 
during the reception which preceded the 
banquet held in the main dining hall. Sit- 
ting in a large cushioned chair, he shook the 
hands of nearly all the 400 or more gathered 
there as they crowded around to get a 
glimpse of their countryman. 

There was a noticeable lack of political 
color in the assemblage. The only demon- 
strations showing the political bent of the 
gathering were in the banquet hall, when 
the name of Senator Mason was mentioned 
and greeted with hearty applause, and when 
three rousing cheers were given for Judge 
Sears, the next Mayor of Chicago,” as he 
arose to respond to his toast on the program, 
** Chicago.’’ 

It was late when the party left the re- 
ception-rooms and went to the banquet hall, 
and it was nearly 11 o’clock when the toast- 
master, Charles H. Hoglund, arose to in- 
troduce the speakers of the evening. 

The banquet hall was decurated with a 
grouping of Swedish and American flags 
back of the speakers’ table and with por- 
traits of Washington, Lincoln, and Grant 
and a picture of the famous maritime con- 
flict between the primitive ironclads of re- 
bellion days which the occasion commem- 
arated.

and built a defender to cope with the terri- 
ble Merrimac, and in the still hours of the 
early morning of March 9, 1862, John Eric- 
sson’s Monitor and her gallant crew came 
upon the scene to save the day and the 
Nation. That encounter revolutionized na- 
val warfare and the United States became 
known as among the greatest of the world, 

The speaker closed with a tribute to the 
memory of the inventor, expressing the hope 
there might some day be, here on the shore 
of the inland sea, a monument surmounted 
by a statue of John Ericsson, the naval con- 
structor and patriot, as a memorial of that 
great citizen and of the deeds and record 
of the Union navy. 

Hans Anderson Talks. 


While Capt. Gooding spoke of the navy 
there were tears in Hans Andérson’s eyes. 
When Toastmaster Hoglund introduced the 
honored guest of the evening his emotion 
was increased by the reception he received 
from those present. The entiré company 
stood up, waving napkins, and calling for 
cheer after cheer for the veteran. 

His recital of the experiences of himself 
and the other members of the Monitor crew 
were listened to intently from his descrip- 
tion of the finding of the Minnesota hard 
on ground and the Monitor going to the res- 
cue to the account of the final defeat of the 
Merrimac. ' P 

Anderson gave his experiences in a plain, 
seamanlike fashion, and dweit particularly 
upon his belief that the Merrimac could have 
been sunk when running away. 

At the close of Anderson’s remarks he was 
given another round of cheers. 

The banquet did not come to a close until 
1 a. m., when the company joined in singing 
the Red, White, and Blue.“

Bad for General Electric. 


Julius S. Grinnell, the counsel for the Chi- 
cago City railway company, is on his road 
to Springfield tonight, and will be here in 
the morning. Perry A. Hull, the attorney 
for the General Electric company, hassbeen 
in New York for a few days past, but he is 
coming to Springfield as fast as steam will 
carry him. If bill 149 became a law in its 
present condition it would be all day with 
the General Electric company. Sec. 7 of 
that bill covers street railways actually 
constructed and in actual operation on the 
first Tuesday in September, 1897. The Ch}- 
cago City railway company comes within 
the provisions of the section. The General 
Electric railway company does not because 
little or no part of its line will have been 
constructed by that time. If the bill be- 
came a law as it is now written the Chicago 
City railway company could come in and by 
injunction tie up the General Electric for all 
time. That may or may not be the reason 
Grinnell is coming here. 


DECIDES AGAINST GENERAL ELECTRIC 


Attorney-General 
Dismiss the Case on a Writ of Error 
—Grounds of the Decision. 


Springfield, III., March 9.—[Special.]—In 
the case of The People of the State of IIli- 
nois vs. The General Electric Railway Com- 
pany Attorney-General Akin today denied 
the application of the defendant company 
to dismiss the writ of error in said cause 
now pending in the Supreme Court of this 
State. No written opinion was prepared 
by the Attorney-General, but in passing 
upon the question presented to him he said: 

“As this case is subject to call on next 
Tuesday in the Supreme Court and will 
then be presented upon printed and oral 
arguments, I have not prepared any formal 
opinion in the matter submitted to me, but 
will briefly state my reasons for the action 
I have taken. 

The public streets of the City of Chicago 
are public highways for the free and unob- 
structed use of all the people not only of the 
City of Chicago but of the State at large, 
and any unlawful. intrusion upon, or ob- 
struction in, such public highway is in vio- 
lation of the rights of the public.” The un- 
authorized occupation of public streets and 
highways by a street railway company for 
the construction of its street railway and 
the operation of its cars thereon is a pur- 
presture and a nuisance. I consider it not 
only the right, but the duty of the Attorney- 
General to restrain such threatened pur- 
presture and nuisance when in his power 
to do so. A street railway company has no 
right to enter upon the occupancy of public 
streets for the purpose of constructing its 
railway and operating its cars thereon with- 
out first having obtained a license from the

REVELL BILL IS PASSED. 


HOUSE ORDERS AN INVESTIGATION 
OF DRAINAGE BOARD. 


Takes the Sting Out by Providing That 
It Must Be Done Without Expense 
to the State—Author Says That It 
Will Be Done Effectively, Rever- 
theless—Debate Is Lively—Revell 
Joss Buckner’s Recollection Re- 
garding Champagne and Cigars. 


Springfield, III., March 9.—[Special.]—Rev- 


ell’s resolution for the investigation of the 


Chicago Drainage Board got through today, 
but it was badly winged. Needles hit it with 
an amendment providing that the investiga- 
ition shall be made without any expense to 
the State, This cuts off hotel bills, clerk 
hire, stenographers’ fees, traveling expenses, 
and incidentals. Under ordinary circum- 
or investigation, 
rather, would be as dead asasmelt. Revell 


says he is going ahead with it just the same. 


He will probably be the Chairman of the 
committee, and he says he has attorneya who 


will assist him in the investigation. The 


resolution was adopted, it is true, but it will 


‘be embarrassed by the fact that there is no 
money with which to pay the expenses. 


Mr. Sharrock made a report from the Com- 
mittee on Drainage and Waterways rec- 
ommending the adoption of Mr. Revell’s 
resolution. Mr. Revell at once moved the 
adoption of the resolution. 

Mr. Needles offered an amendment pro- 
viding that the State of Illinois shall not 
be liable for or pay any of the expenses of

Mr. Revell moved to lay this on the table, 
but the House voted down this motion and 
adopted the amendment. 

Mr. Buckner could not see the necessity 
for an investigation. 

Mr. Hall of Cook opposed the resolutiom 

Mr. Merriam declared the resolution “ the 
most extraordinary resolution ever brought 
before a legislative body.”’ 

It starts out,“ said he, with an allega- 
tion. of facts, which, if true, calls for the 
action of a grand jury and not a committee 
ef investigation. I don’t propose to brand 
the men who have charge of this work as a 
lot of thieves and robbers, and that is exact- 
ly what this resolution does.“ 

Mr. Revell made a speech in support of his 
resolution. He declared that the people of 
his district paid $9,000,000 of the taxes of 
the Drainage District, and that he spoke 
for them in demanding an investigation. 

Continuing, Mr. Revell said that the whole 
City of Chicago was groaning under the tax- 
ation for the drainage canal. The trustees 
had asked in 1895 for an increase of their 
taxing powers, with the understanding that 
the work should he completed in 1897; but 
the end was not yet in sight, and they were 
now asking the Legislature for an extension 
and ingreased taxing power. He denounced 
the trustees for keeping a paid lobbyist on 
the floor of the House.“ 

Remembers Champagne and Cigars. 

„The gentleman from Cook,“ said he, 
„ gays that nothing can come of this investi- 
gation. Does he forget that when they 
wanted $8,000,000 or $10,000,000 more money, 
they invited him and myself and others of 
this Assembly to visit them, and we did visit 
them, and champagne and cigars were 
strewn for thirty miles from Joliet. [Laugh- 
ter.]

He knows what the situation is. He re- 
fuses to promise to clean the streets and 
keep them clean when he knows that he 
would be promising something that could 
not be performed, even on a small scale, 
unless the Council voted for the purpose a 
sufficiently large amount of money.

About three-fourths of the streets of the 
city are unpaved. A great many alleys, 
even in the heart of the city, are unpaved 
and are composed of nothing but prairie soil, 
They are converted into mud by every fall 
of rain, and this mud of which they are 
constituted and the added refuse thrown 
into them are carried out to the streets by 
every passing team. Similarly the dirt and 
mud that compose the unpaved streets are 
carried to the paved streets, so that the lat- 
ter receive not only the natural accumula- 
tions of dirt but also this constant and 
immense accretion from the unpaved parts 
of the city. 

The first necessity, before clean streets 
can be looked for, is to pave the alleys, 
either with vitrified brick or granite 
macadam, so as to produce a hard surface 
that can be cleaned. It would be folly to 
use wood, for this rots and breaks up. Then 
let a systematic effort be made to pave thé 
streets as rapidly as the propesty-owners 
can stand the expense, and thus gradually 
widen the paved area until in time the 
whole city shall have been included. When 
this plan has been carried out to a consid- 
erable extent the public can begin to hope 
to have the streets cleaned and kept ciean. 
There would be much less dirt to remove, 
and more miles of streets could be kept 
clean for less money than now. : 

It is, therefore, now largely for the prop- 
erty-owners to determine whether they will 
bear the expense of special assessments 
for the pavement of these streets and alleys.

During the next forty years the amount 
of business done by the companies will be 
doubled. Their operating expenses, how- 
ever, will be decreased. They have profited 
so much by the substitution of cheap power 
for costly power—cables and electricity for 
horses—that twenty-five rides can be 
sold now profitably for a dollar. Before 
many years electricity will be generated 
directly from coal, without the intervention 
of steam. Then the cost of the power used 
by the roads will be reduced so much they 
will be able to sell thirty-three rides fora 
dollar. 

But all the roads propose to give the city 
for the right to occupy for forty years 366 
miles of streets is $733,000, paid down when 
the act goes into effect. That would améunt 
to $18,000 a wear. Could there be a more 
impudent proposition? The roads ought to 
be willing to pay at least 10 per cent of their 
gross receipts for the use of the streets. 

Another bill is designed to prevent the 
future reduction of fares and to make it im- 
possible for the city to assert any power 
which it may have now to secure cheaper 
transportation for citizens. A State street 
railroad commission is to have the general 
charge of those roads and regulate the rates 
of fare on them. 

But it is provided by this second iniquitous 
bill that the existing ordinances which de- 
clare that the fare shall not exceed five 
cents shall be contracts, and that there 
must be no change in rates, so far as the 
roads which hold under these ordinances are 
concerned, for the next forty years. 

Thus it is proposed to tie the people hand 
and foot. They are not to be allowed to 
have cheaper fares. The City Treasury is 
not to get any revenue from the roads ex- 
cept this pitiful g 18,000 a year.

TO REMEDY SPECIAL ASSESSMENT EVILS. 

Judge Carter advances strong reasons 
why the proposed bill for improving the 
épecial assessment system should become a 
law. He points out as one of the greatest 
evils of the present statute the encourage- 
ment of too large estimates in fixing the 
cost of improvements, It frequently hap- 
pens that these estimates have run up to 
50 and even 60 or 70 per cent above the 
actual cost. This excess fund has then 
been retained by the city and the property- 
owner has been deprived of the use of it. 
Estimates should be kept as closely as pos- 
sible to the real cost of the improvements. 
and if they are above it the excess should 
be returned promptly as rebates, 

Another evil specified by Judge Carter is 
“the passing of ordinances requiring im- 
provements not needed, often out on the 
prairie, where they will not be required for 
years, and frequently in more settled local- 
ities, where improvements already in are 
in fairly good condition and ought not to be 
replaced.“ This evil is made possible and 
in fact easy of accomplishment by the cus- 
tom of the Council of passing their special 
assessment ordinances in bulk, often fifty 
or one hundred at a time, without any ex- 
planatory discussion. Only the individual 
Alderman of a district is familiar with 
the merits of the assessments in his district. 
and the Council as a whole is entirely igno- 
rant of the details of the procedure. This 
extraordinary and dangerous laxity is part 
of the general exchange of courtesies among 
the Aldermen, and gives free scope to those 
unscrupulous members who are willing to 
make corrupt deals with contractors. Judge 
Carter declares that it is charged that the 
contractors are frequently back of these or- 
dinances for unnecessary improvements,” 
and if no other evidence were at hand the 
fact that such unnecessary improvements 
are made and that the property-owners are 
overtaxed to pay for them is sufficient to 
lend color to the allegation. Judge Carter 
explains the scope of the proposed new law 
in applying remedies to these evils as fol- 
lows: = 

If proper notice were given to property-owners 
before the ordinances were passed by the Council, 
and the petition for the Improvement filed in court, 
the danger of too large an estimate or the passage 
of ordinances for unnecessary improvements would 
be largely done away with.” The proposed bill 
endeavors to lessen these evils by the appointment 
of a board of local improvements to have charge 
of all these matters, and, after proper notice, is 
to gtve a hearing to the property-owners before the 
improvement Is ordered by the Council.

Though the Republicans have not a ma- 
jority in the Senate they can pass a reuson- 
able tariff bill, which will provide adequate 
revenue if Congress will exercise reason- 
able economy. But a bad tariff bill can be 
enacted only. by “ compromises” or trades 
which would be disastrous to the country 
and the party. 

The people will stand a heavier sugar 
tax. They will not find fault with tea and 
coffee duties and a higher tax on beer. 
They want the coast defenses completed 
and a good navy created. But they will 
object to extravagant expenditures, and 
they will protest at the polls against any 
tariff measure which sacrifices revenue to 
the interests of trusts and combines. 

THE WOOL DUTIES. 

It is announced that the Committee on 
Ways and Means „qhas been anxious to 
meet as far as possible the desires of the 
wool-growers —that is, of the men who 
for selfish reasons want prohibitory duties 
put on wool. The additional and more sat- 
isfactory announcement is made that the 
committee will find it impracticable to 
make rates which will at all correspond with 
those demanded ” by the ram-raisers. 

If the committee were to undertake to 
comply with those demands, subversive alike 
of revenue and of the principles of mod- 
erate and just protection, it would do all in 
its power to make its bill a failure and to 
damage the party it represents. 

It is stated that the committee has 
reached the conclusion that “a large pro- 
portion of the wool used by the manufact- 
urers of this country is and must continue 
to be imported.” This is a sound conclu- 
sion. The United States produces much 
‘excellent wool, but there are many of the 
innumerable varieties of wool manufactur- 
ers ought to have which this country does 
not and cannot produce. As far as the low 
grade, cheap swools are concerned, American 
wool-growers do not want to produce them. 

Hence it is the opinion of the committee 
that the higheduties demanded by the ram- 
raisers and the Western ranchmen would 
not encourage the production of certain 
classes of wool not now grown in this coun- 


vance in the cost of woolen goods man- 
ufactured in this country.“ 

There are reasons why such an advance 
would not be desirable. It would attract 
the immediate attention of the millions of

days, but the state of.affairs would be quite 
different if the change advocated by Con- 
gressman Shafroth were made. 

If the law were what he wishes it to be 
the present Congress would have met in 
regular session last Monday instead of 
meeting in extra session next Monday. The 
second session would begin in January, 
1898, instead of December, 1898, a month 
after a new House has been elected. 

If the second session were to convene in 
January, ten months before election. day, 
the Congressmen would have six months in 
which to legislate before hot weather came. 
If they were unable to finish their business 
by the close of June they could adjourn over 
until October and close up matters then. 
But there would be no reason why they 
could not do in six months all that had to 
be done and then go home, with their records 


made up, to confront their constituents. 


This would be one of thégreat advantages 
of the change. At present a new Represen- 
tative takes his seat in December. About 
the time that first session is closing the Con- 
gressional convention which is to renom- 
inate him or repudiate him is being held. 

The delegates to that convention have not 
had any opportunity, save in exceptional 
cases, to learn whether he is or is not a 
good man. He has served just long enough 
to learn the ropes, but not to do anything. 
If there were a long second session prior 
to the election he would have an opportunity 
to practice what he had learned and to make 


a record. If he failed to make his mark 


under those circumstances his constituents 
might conclude with some reason that it was 
best to drop him. 

With the second session lengthened in the 
manner proposed, Congress’ would have 
much more time to work in than it has now, 
when it throws away the first nine months 
out of a total of twenty-four months. Hav- 
ing abundant time, hasty and imperfect 
legislation would be inexcusable. So, too, 
would be a failure to legislate regarding sub- 
jects which demanded attention. 

The present Congress ought to make this 
change, not so much for the benefit of its 
own members, as they, meeting in March 
and meeting again in December, will have 
an opportunity to do considerable law- 
making before the next election, as for the 
benefit of future Congresses and also for the 
public welfare.

William Noyes of Oakland, Cal., who 
dropped into Chicago with his wife on Sat- 
urday last for part of the grand opera season 
got more than he expected.

Mr. Noyes is general manager for the 
Cibolo Creek Milling and Mining company of 
Texas. For four years Ernest Dale Owen 
and Seth F. Crews, Chicago attorneys, rep- 
resenting a syndicate that claims owngrship 
of the lands upon which the mining prop- 
erties are located, have been anxious to see 
some representative of the Cibolo Creek 
company in Chicago that they might get 
service upon the company and bring suit, 
which is nédw pending in Texas, before a 
Federal court remote from Texan prejudice 
or influence. Their chance came with Mr. 
Noyes and they made the most of it. a 

Mr. and Mrs. Noyes have rooms at the 
Auditorlum Annex. On Monday night they 
walked through the tunnel to the theater 
and were in their seats promptly when the 
curtain rose for the first act of Le Cid.“ 


Seen at the Grand Opera. 
Now Mr. Owen is fond of grand opera, too. 


An opportunity to hear the first presentation . 


in Chicago of Massenet’s military master- 
piece was not overlooked by him. He was 
there tingling with delight over the crashcs 
of harmony and the vocal work of the artists, 
when suddenly he lost all interest, even in 
M. Jean de Reszke. He had discovered Mr. 
Noyes. The Californian was drinking in the 
music, all unconscious that an attorney for 
the other side was within sight. 

As the curtain fell on the first act Mr. 
Owen found another seat, in an obscure cor- 
ner, where he could see Mr. Noyes, but where 
Mr. Noyes could not see him: The Chicago 
man listened with both ears to the remainder 
of the opera, but only one eye rested on the 
stage. The other kept a close watch of Mr. 
Noyes. After the opera the lawyer followed 


the capitalist to the Annex, thus locating his 


abiding place in Chicago. Then he got down 
to business. ! 

Mr. Owen yesterday morning entered a 
suit in ejectment against the mining com- 
panies represented by Mr. Noyes as general 
manager. It was suppressed for service, and 
from 9 a. m. until after 2 p. m. Deputy Mar- 
Shal Allen lay in wait for Mr. Noyes at the 
Annex. The latter was out of the hotel, and 
on his return the deputy served him with the 
process of the court. 

Not satisfied with one suit Mr. Owen and 
his associate attorney, Seth F. Crews, flled 
two suits in trespass in the Circuit Court of 
Cook County during the afternoon, and be- 
fore the day was over Mr. Noyes found him- 
self, as an officer of his mining companies, 
a defendant to $2,500,000 of suits in Chicago, 
the ejectment suit being placed at $500,000 
damages. . 
Story of the Claim. 

The story is briefly told of the claim ofthe 
Chicago syndicate, of which Owen is Presi- 
dent and Crews Secretary. In 1834, in con- 
sideration of services to the old Republic of 
Mexico, Col. José Ignace Vigronquillo, an 
officer of the army, was given a grant of 
1,500,000 acres of land in Texas, then a por- 
tion of the domain of the Republic of Mexico. 
The Coloner never settled upon his land, but 
he and his heirs claimed its ownership, and 
this was not disputed. The Texan rebellion 
came on and afterwards the annexation of 
the State by the United States. Col. Vign- 
ronquillo was a picturesque figure in the 
army of Santa Anna. His old grant slum- 


, bered in the possession of his heirs, and in 


the meantime the State of Texas was an- 
nexed. A portion of the grant passed over 
to the Houston and Texas Central railroad, 
and another portion Was bought up with 
scrip and is now claimed by Frederick P. 
Olcott, the New York capitalist, who leases 
his portion to the Cibolo Creek Milling and 
Mining company, and the rallroad’s portion 
has been bought out by the milling and min- 
ing company. 5 

Chicago Syndicate Buys the Grant. 

Five years ago the grant of Vignronquillo 
was purchased from his heirs by a syndicate 
of Chicago and Indiana people, of which 
Owen and Crews are the officers of this 
company. They began suit for its possess- 
ion in the Federal Court of Texas, and sub- 
sequently dismissed it and brought the suit 
now pending in Presidio County, in which 
the greater portion of the land is located, and 
which laps over into the adjoining counties 
of Jeff Davis and Brewster. The syndicate 
has been anxious to have the case tried re- 
mote from lotal influence. Four years ago 
when Judge Gresham was on the Federal 
bench in Chicago they endeavored to brfhe 
the suit, but it was refused on the ground 
that service could not be had upon the de- 
fendants unless they could be found in the 
Federal Court District of Illinois,

Slender Ladder to the Ground from a Fourth Story Win- 
dowsill of the Flaming Belvidere Flats. 


Flames and smoke that poured through the 
floor of her flat drove Mra Hannah II. 
Adams to a place of extreme peril, on the 
narrow gill of a window, at No. 3107 Rhodes 
avenue, at noon yesterday. Her gallant 
rescue by two firemen just as she was about 
to avoid the flames, which pressed her from 
the interior of the building, by jumping to 
the sidewalk fifty feet below, was the ex- 
citing incident of a fire, which started in 
flat 13 of the Belvedere apartment house, at 
Thirty-first street and Cottage Grove and

sheet of flame burst out on her. How the 
fire started no one could tell. Miss Ritter 
ran screaming down-stairs, and around the 
house to the office of Agent McDowell, who 
turned in the alarm. Mrs. Adams ran down 
Stairs, too, and rushed into the street cry- 
ing., Fire!“ Then she returned to her 
flat, which was immediately above that of 
the Ritters. 

The fire traveled up the stairway and air 
shaft, and soon after Mrs. Adams reached 
her rooms it broke through the floor. She 
was cut off from escape in every way but 
that afforded by the window. She 
perched on the sill and shouted for help. 
The gongs of the fire apparatus were sound- 
ing, but to the spectators below the relief 
from them seemed far away. Some men 
dragged a mattress from a neighboring 
flat and were asking the woman to make 
ready to jump. Cooler men told her to hold 
on. She did. She half hung over the 
sidewalk, while the flames drew nearer to 
her, and the smoke began to fill her lungs 
with each inhalation. 

Several engines had arrived now, but it 
seemed an interminable time before Ladder 
Truck No. 11 drove up. A light extension 
ladder was quickly brought into play, and 
before it had fairly been firmly fixed, Furey 
and Baker were on their way up. Furey’s 
arms encircled the woman, who used good 
nerve and sense in helping herself. Jie 
backed down the ladder, he, in turn, being 
supported by Baker. Mrs. Adams is a 
heavy woman, and, though the ladder bent 
under the combined weight of herself and 
her rescuers, they reached the ground 
safely. 

The fire destroyed doors and generally 
closed up the flats on the Rhodes avenue 
side of the building, and went through the 
store rooms on the top or fifth floor before 
it was controlled.

In consequence magnates of the 
union have promised to blacklist every con- 
testant. Prof. Stagg said last night in re- 
gard to his position: 

“There seems to be some doubt as to 
whether a dual meet is to be considered 
‘open’ under the new rule. As to this I 
cannot speak with authority, for I have not 
studied the rules. Neither do I consider this 
of prime importance, for I question the right 
of the union to interfere at all in college 
athletics. This has béen my stand always, 
and there has been no difficulty in either 
East or West heretofore in’ keeping the 
4 * out of a field which does not belong 
o it. 


College athletics can take better care of 
themselves than can any outside organiza- 
tion. The rules of the union can in no way 
make a change for the better in those 
schools which are under the Western Inter- 
collegiate Athletic Association. 

“* Believing as I do that college athletics 
should retain their liberty I cannot tonight 
see that we should submit. Our meet of 
next Saturday may come under the ruling 
of the union, and if so it will be the first 
Western meet to be so included. 

A firm and prompt stand by the athletic 
management of the Western schools will 
dispose effctually of the question. It is my 
opipion that we will ask no favors of the 
A. A. U. next Saturday.“ 

Capt. Steigmeyer of the university track 
team refused to talk on the subject. He 
would not say whether he did or did not 
trust to his superior’s line of reasoning. 

It is evident to the men of the team, enw 
ever, that the situation is becoming serious. 
If they bring upon themselves the wrath of 
the union in an unsanctioned meet, and if 
the other colleges do not follow the lead of 
the Chicago school, they will be in a sad 
predicament. There will be no way in which 


they can enter the intercollegiate meet this 


summer, nor can they join in other dual 


meets. 

While these dire consequences hang over 
them, still the majority are willing to fol- 
low Stags’ lead if he can show them that 
— chances are good for other schools to 

ollow.

NEW RACING ROLE IN OPERATION. 


Number of Entries in Any Overnight 
Race to Be Limited to the 
Width of Track. 


The following rule goes into operation on 
Eastern race tracks the coming season:

LIVE STOCK MEN APTER RAILROADS. 


Purpose Bringing About = General 
Reduction in Rates tm This 
state to Get Even.

Chicago live-stock shippers propose to 
get even with the Illinois roads for defeat- 
ing them in their efforts to have the §2 
abolished. The Supreme 
that the railroade can 
legally impose the switching charge, the 
shippers have changed their tactics, and 
now propose to bring about a general reduc- 
tion in the live-stock rates in this State on 
the ground that present rates are exorbi- 
tant. 

The Chicago Live Stock Exchange, which 
is composed of livestock commission men, 
owners, feeders, shippers, and slaughterers 
of live stock, have just filed a cemplaint with 
the Railroad and Warehouse Commission of 
Illinois against the various railroads in this 
State. The complaint alleges that the pub- 
lished rates of the defendant lines on live 
stock between points in this State are ex- 
tortionate; that their tariffs on live stock 
are generally based on the schedule of max- 
imum rates authorized by the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission, and that the die- 
tance rates on live stock are unreasonably 


high. 

It had been the custom of the railways to 
adjust their rates on live stock between 
points wholly within the State of THinois, so 
as to exact the full measure of charges 
which they are permitted by law to collect. 
The rate on live stock from pointe in Illinois 
to points in Indiana, Ohio, or New York, it 
is alleged, are adjusted on a scale sO much 
lower than the ra wholly within the State 
of Illinois that it resulted in discrim- 
inations against the INinois markets, and 
unreasonable preferences in favor of other 


markets.

The more Ald. McCarthy’s subway ordi- 
nance was studied by the authorities at the 
City Hall yesterday the more annoyed the 
etudents became at the magnificent audacity 
of the measure proposed by the representa- 
tive from the Town of Lake. It is so com- 
prehensive it is simpler to tell what the 
owners of the franchise could not do, if it is 
ever passed, than what they could under its 
provisions. 

According to the opinion of the experts in 
the Department of Public Works the ordi- 
mance would permit not only of an under- 
ground railway to every section of the city, 
but, if passed, the owners could put ina 
system of water- works and compete with fhe 
city, could establish another gas plant, 
could lay as many electric wires for heat- 
ing, lighting, and other purposes as they 
might choose, could provide an indefinite 
number of termina! facilities for steam rail- 

Ways entering Chicago, could build all the 
elevated railways they pleased outside the 
territory bounded by Twelfth street and the 
river, and, in fact, could do anything they 
chose which can be done underground. Un- 
der the terms of this ordinance the only ob- 
stacles in their way would be physical and 
‘engineering ones.
